Sickness and Accident Insurance Program Requires 
Fifty Per Cent Enrollment of Members 


This month members of the Chicago 
Dental Society will have the opportunity 
of securing benefits under the Accident 
and Sickness Insurance Plan adopted by 
the Society and which will be under- 
written by the Standard Accident Insur- 
ance Company of Detroit, Michigan. 
This is a real opportunity—one that 
should not be missed for broad accident 
and sickness benefits can be secured at 
the lowest possible cost. For all practical 
purposes non-cancellable insurance can 
be had for as long as the plan is in force 
in the Society. Policies may be cancelled 
only for non-payment of premiums, ceas- 
ing the practice of dentistry, or ceasing 
membership in the Society. Furthermore, 
during the initial enrollment period, a 
short form application without health 
questions will be used and all members 
up to age seventy, actively performing 
the duties of their profession, will be ac- 
cepted regardless of physical condition, 
sex, race, or other insurance. In addition, 
policies will not be restricted in any way 
by the company after issuance. 

The officers urge the members to take 
advantage of the occasion to enroll with- 
out having to prove insurability. After 
the enrollment period members will have 
to complete a detailed application and 
be subject to the underwriting rules of 
the company, which reserves the right 
to accept or reject applicants.. 

Before this plan may become operative 
it is necessary that fifty per cent of the 


membership enroll. The Society has 
many members, which means that the 
wholehearted cooperation of everyone 
will be required. The solicitation of the 
Society can be successful only if the mem- 
bers complete the application as soon as 
it is received. The Standard Accident 
Insurance Company is bringing to Chi- 
cago for the solicitation trained accident 
and health specialists from its branch 
offices throughout the United States, so 
that the members can have the ultimate 
in service. These men are salaried em- 
ployees and their knowledge of this in- 
surance will preclude any chance for 
misrepresentation or high pressure tactics. 

It is possible that many members are 
covered under other disability insurance 
and in view of this do not feel that they 
can at this time apply for the maximum 
benefits under this plan, and, thereby, 
take advantage of the broad coverage 
and lower premium. If a member is in 
this position, it is suggested that he select 
the lesser amounts of principal sum and 
weekly income now. The company has 
agreed to increase the benefits automat- 
ically at the expiration of this other in- 
surance on a pro-rata premium basis and 
without having to present evidence of 
insurability, providing a member apply 
for this increase in benefits when com- 
pleting the original application. A spe- 


. cial form will be enclosed with the ap- 


plication to be used for this purpose.

ACRYLIC MANUFACTURERS 
ACQUITTED ON GOVERNMENT 
CHARGES 


The anti-trust trial brought in the 
U. S. District Court of New Jersey by 
the government against E. I. Du Pont de 
' Nemours & Company and the Rohm & 
Haas Company ended in an acquittal. 

The defendants were indicted on three 
counts: monopoly, price-fixing and re- 
straint of trade, but at the opening of the 
trial the government dismissed the 
monopoly and price-fixing charges and 
tried the case only on the restraint of 
trade count. The evidence consisted 
largely of letters, telegrams, office memos, 
documents and patent license contracts 
referring to the development and sale of 
acrylic resin products from 1934 onward. 
The trial lasted five weeks and was heard 
by a jury. 

For some years inferences have been 
made that the acrylic industry was part 
of a cartel and was overcharging the 
dental profession for acrylic materials. 
However, after listening to all of the testi- 
mony that the government took months 
to secure the jury rendered a not guilty 
verdict on all counts.

ALBERTA, CANADA NEEDS 
MORE DENTISTS 


Dr. W. Scott Hamilton, dean of the 
faculty of dentistry at the University of 
Alberta, stated recently that it is phys- 
ically impossible for dentists today to give 
complete service for people who are ap- 
plying. “If health insurance comes in 
dentists can only look after the children,” 
he said. “It will take ten to fifteen years 
to graduate enough dentists to look after 
the entire population of Alberta.” 

The present facilities at the University 
of Alberta in the dental division permit 
only twenty students per class. The Uni- 
versity of Alberta dental school is the only 
dental college in Canada west of Toronto. 


PHYSICIANS UNIONIZE TO 
BARGAIN WITH HOSPITAL 


Forty physicians and surgeons on the 
staff of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
company hospital have formed a union. 
A spokesman for the organization states 
that its purpose is to represent the doctors 
in matters of wages and hours, if, as, and 
when necessary. The union will not be 
affiliated with any other labor group and 
is the result of three years’ consideration 
by the hospital medical staff. It is to 
provide a collective bargaining agency 
under the provisions of the Wagner act. 


ANOTHER DENTAL RESEARCH 
BILL IN CONGRESS 


Representative Priest of Tennessee has 
introduced a dental research bill, H.R. 
3816, into Congress. It provides for aid 
in fostering and coordinating research 
relating to dental diseases and proposes . 
to establish the National Institute of Den- 
tal Research. A similar bill, S. 190, has 


been introduced into Congress by Senator 
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Murray and extended hearings have al- 
ready been heard on it. 


AMERICAN PUBLIC FAVORS 
LARGE CANCER FUND 


A Gallup poll reveals that the Amer- 
ican public would favor a congressional 
appropriation of a $200,000,000 fund for 
the study and treatment of cancer. Three 
out of four persons said that they were 
willing to pay more taxes to provide the 
money. The question issued by the Amer- 
ican Institute of Public Opinion was 
“Should Congress pass a law which would 
provide $200,000,000 for the treatment 
and study of cancer in this country?” 
Eighty-one per cent voted “yes”; ten 
‘per cent “no” and “no opinion” was ex- 
pressed by nine per cent. In answer to 
the question “Would you be willing to 
pay more taxes to provide this money?” 
Seventy-five per cent voted “yes”; twenty 
per cent “no” and five per cent “no 
opinion.” 


CORRECT FOOD LENGTHENS 
LIFE SPAN 


Statistics show that the greatest length 
of life is found in those areas where 
standard of living is high and where 
dietary habits are most nearly adequate. 
The length of: life of the average male 
citizens of the United States is now more 
than fifteen years greater than at the 
beginning of this century. Comparable 
increases have been noted in certain other 
countries but in some areas the life span 
has remained practically stationary. 

According to information by the Na- 
tional Dairy Council, the study of food 
consumption in different countries fur- 
nishes convincing evidence that the diet 
plays an important part in determining 
life expectancy. On the basis of prewar 
figures New Zealand leads with a life 
expectancy of more than sixty-five years. 
Australia follows closely with over sixty- 
three years and Sweden, the United 
States, England and Germany follow in 
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order with approximately sixty years or 
more. These same countries are among 
the highest consumers of dairy products 
in the world, with each of them consum- 
ing annually the equivalent of more than 
three hundred fifty quarts of milk per 
capita when all dairy. products are taken 
into account. These nations also use 
large quantities of meat, eggs, and vary- 
ing amounts of vegetables and fruit in 
their national diets. 

In Italy the average prewar diet in- 
cluded only the equivalent of one hun- 
dred seven quarts of milk a year, and the 
life span was only about fifty-four years. 
In India where the average diet includes 
practically no dairy foods or protective 
foods of any kind, the average life span 
is approximately twenty-seven years. 


DR. CARL PEDERSON 
1880-1945 


Dr. Carl N. Pederson of 326 South 
Scoville Avenue, one of Oak Park’s early 
dentists, died on July 10 at West Sub- 


urban Hospital. He had been in ailing 


health since 1942. Dr. Pederson prac- 
ticed dentistry in Oak Park since 1909 
and throughout his many years there 
made only one change of office. He was 
the first tenant in the Caldwell building, 
remaining there for years until his re- 
moval to the Medical Arts Building. 

He was a member of the Lions club, 
the Oak Park club, and one of the 


‘original members of the Oak Park and 


River Forest Symphony orchestra. A 
musician as well as a dentist, he was a 
talented flute player, and in the early 
days of the orchestra, played all of its 
flute solo parts. Born in Dramen, Nor- 
way, on January 20, 1880, he came alone 
to this country when he was a young 
man of nineteen and earned the money 
with his music to study dentistry at the 
Chicago College of Dental Surgery. 

He leaves a widow, Rose, a son, Carl 
Norman, R.T. 2/c USNR, and a grand- 
daughter, Barbara. Services took place 
at St. Edmund’s church with interment 
in St. Joseph’s cemetery.
